OW for the first time a scientist 
of high repute has come for- 
wnnl with tlie unqualified dec- 
laration thnt the planet Mars 


Is inhibited by Intelligent beings. This 
declaration has been made by Profess- 
or I'ercival Lowell, eminent astrono- 
mer, who has spent a dozen years 
chiefly in the study of Mars. Professor 
Lowell believes that Mnrs Is the borne 
of n i ace of beluga even more ncutely 
Intelligent thun ourselves, since, ac- 
cording to his discoveries, tbe Martlnua 
lime constructed at lenst 454 canals, 
each of which would make tbe Pana- 
ma canal look like a mere gas pipe 
trench. It Is the canals on the surface 
of Mars thnt have glvetj earth dwell- 
ing humans their most plausible clew~ 
to the existence of living, thinking and 
working beings on the planet 


The nstionomer Schlnparelll first dig- 


coveicd the Martian canals In 1807. 
He pointed out that the "peculiar 
streaks on the planet, visible through 
the telescope, are not merely natural 
markings, hut are artificial excava 
tlous filled with water. The symmetry 
of tnese streaks, their extreme length 
aud the fact that they follow usually 
the Imaginary gieat circles around the 
planet give weight to tbe theory ol 
their aitlflclal construction, but there 
Is more scientific evidence In its stipport 


Astronomers have discovered that 


Mnrs possesses air and water, the two 
primary essentials of animate exist- 
ence. This discovery does not Imply 
neeessiiilly that animal life exists 
there. We must look for some actually 
visible evidences of organic life and 
Intelligence 
Man is known by his 


woi ks. Martians must be known to us 
by their works If at all According to 
Professor Lowell, the canal worts on 
Miirs must be accepted as conclusive 
evidence of Intelligent life
